mum of 23 cents an hour, and these 
are unmarried men, living in box cars 
on southeastern and southwestern 
railways. This number represents 
less than 3.03 per cent of the total. 

Another point emphasized was that 
the minimum rate of 23 cents an hour 
is paid right up to the Mexican line, 
while across the border the rate for 
the same work ranges from 7 to 10 
cents an hour.
